Dulles to Make Second Effort 
To Strengthen Foreign Aid Bill 


Rebuffed by House Unit on Specific Long- 


Range Plans, 


Administration to 


Appeal to Senate Group.

WASHINGTON, May 22—Sec- 
retary of State John Foster 
Dulles said today the Admin- 


istration, rebuffed on its foreign 
aid program by the House For- 
eign Affairs Committee, would 
make a new try when the pro- 
posal comes before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. 

On net balance, the Secretary 
said, the bill as it had shaped 
up by this morning fell short 
of Administration hopes 

The Administration asked for 
authority to make specific long- 


range aid commitments in a 
limited number of cases. The

Dulles said this was a straight- 
forward and sane _ statement, 
and was welcome despite the 
fact it did not meet Admini- 
stration hopes for the specific 
long-range commitment.

Autos Won’t Get Any Longer, 
Stylist Assures Parking Group 


American automobiles have 
just about reached the ultimate 
in width and length, Roy A. 
Brown, chief stylist for the Ford 
Motor Co. assured perplexed 
parking lot operators in a 
speech today before the Na- 
tional Parking Association at 
Hotel Chase. 

Members of the association, 
whose chief ‘complaint is find- 
ing room for some of the long- 
er, wider automobiles being 
manufactured, invited Brown to 
their annual convention to fill 
them in on whether the present 
trend in motor vehicles would 
continue. 

Brown gave them the reassur- 
ing news that certain factors, 
including limited highway 
widths and growing complaints 
of women who cannot park the 
longer cars without denting 
fenders, would prevent further 
growth of automobiles. 

Operators who built parking 
facilities with 1940 models in 
mind were given little encour- 
agement by Brown, who be- 
lieves there will be no trend 
‘toward shorter or narrower ma- 


’ 


chines Any such trend, he 
said, would wound the Amer! 
can motorists where it hurts 
the most—in the ego 

“In a sense we are salisfy- 
ing the ego of the potential 
buyer,” he said. “The car he 


purchases is the one which not 
only fits his pocketbook, but 
the one that also adds to his 
sense of pride in ownership, 
control of power and comfort 
and travel.” 

Brown predicted that body 
surfaces will cortinue a trend 
toward more freedom of ex- 
pression. The “box on wheels” 
effect, which has been in evi- 
dence ever since gas buggies 
replaced wagons, is slowly but 
surely giving way to the sculpt- 
ured or flowing effect first evi- 
denced in European design. he 
said

Caudle, stating that there was 
evidence Sachs had “scores of 
convulsions” as a result of his 
epilepsy, which had reached 
the “continuous” stage, asserted 
in the memorandum he would 
not assume responsibility for 
bringing the tax defendant to 
trial. 

Caudle pointed out he had 
two friends in college who died 
as a result of epileptic seizures 
and he called attention to a 
medical history showing Sachs 
had convulsions while sleeping, 
sometimes to the extent he was 
thrown to the floor 

The evidence was “over- 
whelming” that Sachs “is a very 
sick man,” Caudle stated in the 
memorandum introduced in the 
trial. He expressed the opinion 
that an examination made by 
one physician at the request of 
the department was outweighed 
by reports from other physi- 
cians, some of whom were re- 
tained by Sachs 
Claimed Promise of Immunity.

No P ‘nt of Proposals. 

Symington, as chairman of the 
investigating subcommittee, was 
careful in not hinting what rec- 
ommendation the group would 
make. He said that ne regarded 
himself as a judge.and that his 
group wanted more information 
before reaching a conclusion. 

Wilson and Adm. Arthur Rad- 
ford, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, disclosed yes- 
terday that there had been no 
changes in decisions reached by 
the Joint Chiefs in Key West in 
1947 regarding the roles of the 
three services. Radford said no 
recommendations had been 
made to the Joint Chiefs and 
no changes were planned. 

Symington said that he knew 
only what he had read in the

No Policy Change. 


There was no sign of a change 
in policy in Lloyd's speech yes- 


terday. He declared that main- 
tenance of strength and the 
influence of Britain and the 


sritish Empire was one of the 
main purposes of the nation's 
foreign policy. 

Condemning the “dastardly” 
crimes of the Cypriot “ter- 
rarists,” the Foreign Secretary 
asserted that Cyprus was vital 
to Britain to carry 


out its re- 
sponsibilities under the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization, 


to maintain its position in the 
Middle East and “to honor our 
great obligations there.”’ 

Lloyd bitterly assailed those 
laborite speakers like Ear! Att- 
lee who say the number of at- 
tacks on British soldiers in 
Cyprus has increased since the 
deportation of Archbishop Ma- 
karios to the Seychelles islands 

These attacks have been go- 
ing on for nine months. (Ma- 
karios was deported in March) 
Lioyd said, and one of the rea- 
sons for the break down of ne- 
gotiations with the Archbishop 
was his “refusal to denounce 
terrorism.” 

Decline in Standards. 


“I cannot understand the de- 
terioration in standards which 
is taking place and which some 


people seem to accept,” Lloyd 
said 

The Foreign Secretary at- 
tacked the idea that the “Cyp- 
riot terrorists” are “fighting a 
battle for freedom in a re- 


spectable and commendable 
manner.” The terrorists, he as- 
serted, do not have the backing 
of more than a “tiny fraction” 
of the population of Cyprus 
and most of their “acts of bru- 
tality” have been directed 
against their fellow Cypriots. 

Discussing recent attacks on 
British personne! in the island, 
Lloyd declared “‘these dastard]; 
crimes would sully any cause.” 

“There is one answer to them,” 
he said. “They must be met firm- 
ly with force to preserve public 
order and political decencies in 
Cyprus.” 

The Foreign Secretary's ag- 
gressive defense of British pol- 
icy was weighted with sugges- 
tions that as long as the “Brit- 
ish people retain the necessary 
will power,” this will remain a 
great country.

WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP) 
—The Senate Finance Commit- 
tee today approved $14,400,000,- 
000 in new taxes over a 16-year 
period to help pay for a vast 
road building program. At the 
same time it softened the tax 
impact on truckers 

By only a one-vote margin, 
the committee also adopted an 
amendment proposed by Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Humphrey 
which could have the effect of 
slowing down the rate of con- 
struction. 

This amendment would limit 


the spending on highways to 
the money available in any 


given year. Humphrey told the 
committee last week the pro- 
gram would show a deficit in 10 
of its 16 years, reaching a peak 
of $4,.700,000,000 in 1969. 

For the most part, the com- 
mittee accepted the new taxes 
voted by the House to finance 
the highway construction plan, 


largest in the nation’s history. 
But it considerably modified 
one levy to which trucking 


firms had violently objected. 

As passed by the House, this 
provision imposed an annual 
tax of $1.50 per 1000 pounds on 
trucks weighing 26,000 pounds 
or more. 

The Senate committee voted 
to make the rate $2.50 per 1000 
pounds but to apply it only to 
the excess over 26,000 pounds 

The House provision would 
raise about $866,000.000 over 
a 16-year period. The Senate 
version would bring in about 
476,000,000. 

Thus the effe¢t of the change 
would be to cut off about 400,- 


000,000 of the $14,800,000,000 
in revenue provided by the 
House. 


The committee passed on all 
tax items in the House bill, but 
did not complete action on the

McLeod's refugee chief, 
Pierce Gerety, relayed the de- 
cision to the Church World 
Service in New York. 

The Church World Service 
acted as sponsor for nine Rus- 
Slan seamen who were brought 
to the United States last Octo- 
ber over the objections of the 
Immigration Service and with 
the strong backing of the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency.

These nine—like 
trying to get

in—were part of 
the crew of the Soviet tanker 
Taupse. The Nationalist Chi- 
nese captured the tanker nearly 
two years ago and interned its 
crew on Formosa. The captain 
and 28 crewmen went back to 
Russia soon afterward.

Reports from radiological sta» 


fions throughout the Marshal 
islands showed “no increase ir 
background radiation” as a re- 
sult of- Monday's explosion. 

That was because the shot 
was a high air burst. Most 
the radioactivity spewed inte 
the stratosphere, where it was 
widely diffused without a heavy 
early fallout. 

The 100-mile long radioac- 
tive cloud was reported drifting 
harmlessly over the open ocean 
north of the Marshalls 

Reports from ships, planes 
and land stations throughout 
the region surrounding the 
proving ground “showed no 
significant radioactive fallow 
at any point outside’ Bikini 
atoll.”” At Bikini atoll, the fall- 
out was “relatively little.” 

Test officials -also disclosed 
that at Namu island, the flat 
pancake of coral in_ Bikini 
lagoon 10,000 feet below the 
burst, suffered little damage, 
The principal reason was that 
there was relatively little con- 
striction on Namu 

However, instrument towers 
and other structures on nearby 
islands showed the effect of the 
bomb’'s blast. Officials gave no 
details, but they said these 
structures showed “varying de- 
gree of damage, depending on 
their proximity to the burst.” 

Meanwhile, the newsmen and 
civil defense observers aboard 
this huge communications shiy 
prepared to leave for Hawaii 
and the mainland while the 
atomic task force got ready for 
the third of this year’s 10 or 
so atomic shots.

saying: “Mr. Sachs had a St 
Louis attorney, Mr. ‘(Ben L.) 
Shifrin, before I came into the 
case. Mr. Shifrin is a competent 
attorney and I feel sure he 
would not let his client make 
the admissions he made with- 
out a promise of immunity.” 


Government evidence today 
disclosed that copies of medical 
reports on Sachs were sent by 
Caudle to the late Drake Wat- 
son, then United States Attor- 
ney at St. Louis, after Sachs 
was indicted for income tax 
evasion.

Sage remains to be seen. In 
any event, it is believed un- 
likely to pass the Senate where 
southern filibusters have 
doomed other civil rights meas- 
ures in the past. 

The bill's provisions, recom- 
mended by Attorney General 
Herbert Brownell Jr. include: 

1. Creation of a special 
commission on civil rights, to 
be appointed: by the Presi- 
dent. Its duties would in- 
clude investigation of charges 
that citizens are being de- 
prived of their right to vote 
or put under economic pres- 
sure because of color, race, 
religion or natural origin 
The commission would be 
armed with subpena powers 

2. Setting up of a new civil 
rights division in the Justice 
Department to be headed by 
an assistant attorney general. 

3. Power for the Attorney 
General to take civil rights 
cases to court in civil, or 
“preventive,” actions, regard- 
less of whether the injured 
party has exhausted state 
court remedies first. An in- 
dividual who felt his right to 
vote was being curtailed or 
threatened could go to fed- 
eral court without first ex- 
hausting state remedies. 

‘Purpose Is Clear.’ 


The committee majority, Re- 
publicans and Democrats out- 


side the South, said, “The pur- | 


pose of this legislation is clear: 

“It is to make more certain 
that rights guaranteed by the 
Constitution and law of the 
United States will be enjoyed 
by all, regardless of race, creed, 
color or national origin 

“It is directed at no particu- 
lar section of America. Cer- 
tainly, no area of the country 
can claim achievement of full 
equality under law.” 

The majority said similar pro- 
posais ‘toward the goal of 
equality under law” had been 
made by former President Tru- 
man and involved a “high re- 
sponsibility” of American lead- 
ership in the free world, adding: 

“To shirk this high responsi- 
bility and leave the protection 
of federal rights to state or lo-

To Aid Military Science 


President Eisenhower has taken a step to fur- 
ther the nation’s military program for scientific 
research and development of weapons that 
should have been taken months ago. He has sub- 
mitted to Congress a plan to give Army, Navy 
and Air Force each a new Assistant Secretary 
for Research who would work closely with the 
Assistant Secretary of Defense for Research and 
Development. 

The belatedness of this move can be judged 
from the fact that it was a year ago this month 
tpe Hoover Commission on the Organization of 
the Executive Branch pointed scathingly to the 
need for more and better weapons research. As 
the Commission said: 

The armed services are not sufficiently 
daring and imaginative in their approach to 
radically new weapons and weapons Ssys- 
tems; they do not do enough basic research; 


their organization and procedure are in- 
adequate 


President Eisenhower's plan, which will. go 
into effect in 60 days if it is not opposed by 
Congress, makes clear that the posts mentioned 
are to be filled by top scientists and engineers 
with a facility for co-ordinating and improving 
an interrelated research and development pro- 
gram. And they should be men who would be 
above participating in the type of interservice 
row now going on in the Pentagon. 

Ironically the Hoover Commission, when it 
made its report last May, cited Trevor Gardner 
as the kind of scientifically-trained assistant 
needed. He then was in charge of Air Force re- 
search and development. He resigned that post 
last February when he found his hands were 
tied and funds were inadequate. 

And it was about that time that Secretary of 
Defense Wilson began to lose some of his com- 
placency as he found himself forced to admit 
that things were not going so well as they should 
in the guided and ballistic missiles field and in 
the big bomber division. 

Now the Administration seeks $1,600,000,000 
for research and development. To get the most 
out of that money, men like Trevor Gardner, 
whose record was unsullied by any word of crit- 
icism, are going to be needed if Congress ac- 
cepts Mr. Eisenhower's plan. 

This nation cannot afford to fall behind in 
scientific developments if it hopes to maintain 
a defense position that will preserve world 
peace. It has before it the warning of Soviet 
Russia which has become a strong military na- 
tion largely because it has developed so tremen- 
dously in the fields of science and industry.

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Men and Women Who Care 

St. Louis is host this week to one of the busi- 
est as well as one of the most all-embracing or- 
ganizations in the country—the National Confer- 
ence of Social Work. Its members are here by 
the thousands from over the country and there 
are some 70 associate and special groups meet- 
ing in connection with the larger organization. 

A review of the 50-page program of the re- 
lated meetings suggests that almost everything 
in the field of human welfare is coming up for 
discussion. Mental, health, youth conservation, 
social security, human rights—these are topics 
in the hundreds of section meetings. 
So are legal aid, immigration, child labor, travel- 
ers’ aid and race relations. Still other subjects 
are blindness, vocational guidance, seamen’s 
services, probation and parole, charitable and 
relief activities, settlements and neighborhood 
centers, birth rates, population trends and 
planned parenthood, and aid for cripples and 
epileptics. 

The importance of the sessions can be judged 
from the fact that the speakers include such 
people as Marion B. Folson, Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare in the Eisenhower Cabi- 
net, Gen. Telford Taylor, former chief prosecu- 
tor at the war crimes trials in Nuernberg and 
Mrs. Agnes E. Meyer of Washington, outstanding 
champion of public education. A session that 
should prove of unusual interest will be the one 
Wednesday morning on “progress in desegrega- 
tion” that is to be addressed by Carl T. Rowan, 
Minneapolis Tribune reporter who wrote “South 
of Freedom” out of his experiences. 

It would be hard to offer better counsel for 
America than that spoken at the opening ses- 
sion by the president of the National Council of

Social Work, Dean Benjamin E. Youngdahl of 
Washington University. “The best way to com- 
pete with Communism,” said Dean Youngdahl, 
“is to eliminate the delinquencies in our own 
practice, to bring our democracy closer to our 
ideals and to prove to the world by example as 
well as precept that our 167,000,000 people are 
happy and lead full lives.” 

The men and women who are in St. Louis 
this week for these meetings know the precepts 
but what is more important they themselves 
are living examples. Were all other professional 
groups doing as much as Dean Youngdahl's col- 
leagues and associates, the United States would 
be better understood and more appreciated 
around the globe. 
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Not-So-Profitable Prosperity 

General Motors’s announced cut in production 
and employment makes it official. The auto in- 
dustry which ran at record speed in 1955 has 
slowed down all along the road. If big GM now 
has to “ddjust to the market,” as the economists 
call it, every other producer. has already had to 
do so. 

In the manufacturing end, this means that an 
industry which produced a record of nearly 
eight million vehicles last year will probably 
cut back a fifth this year. In the profits end, 
this means that GM, Ford and Chrysler will net 
smaller profits this year than last, while the 
two independents, Studebaker-Packard and Nash- 
Hudson, which have been losing money, still are 
losing money. 

In the employment end, joblessness has 
climbed to 159,000 and GM’s announcement 
means fewer jobs. And in the sales end, sales 
are running 23 per cent behind last year, and 
dealers’ inventories stand at a record of nearly 
a million cars unsold. Stiff competition and 
price-slashing are said to have cut dealers’ 
profits to less than 1 per cent on gross business. 

Perhaps it is unfair to compare this year with 
last, which broke all records for auto sales and 
output, but this year is also the pay-off for last 
year’s vast over-production race—and the indus- 
try knew it was over-production before all the 
cars came off the assembly lines. 

The motoring public might take some satisfac- 
tion in the competition to sell cars, but the fact 
is that competition is not now lowering prices 
much. The industry says costs are too high for 
that. And the stakes of the auto game are much 
too large to be won in the customers’ show- 
rooms, Unemployment is just one factor that in 
time would have to be supported by the whole 
nation, and it certainly cannot be regarded with 
pleasure anywhere. 

In a well-ordered world the auto industry and 
especially its three giants would regulate pro- 
duction more or less in accordance with demand, 
and not indulge in such year-by-year booms and 
cut-backs. But this year’s experience should at 
least help to show Detroit when the traffic light 
is red and when it is flashing amber.

When a Good Man Gives Up 
Harold FE. Baynes came to St. Louis from 


Philadelphia just a year ago to take charge of 
the City Workhouse. Now he has resigned at 
the suggestion of his doctor—after a hospital 
stay caused by nervous frustration. Mr. Baynes 
is a well-qualified penologist who was eager to 
do a good job.in a bad situation, but circum- 
stances were too much for him.

The unanimity of the United States Supreme 

Court's decision against state “right-to-work” 

laws for the railroad industry shows how clear 
federal law is in this case.

as Justice Douglas pointed out for the court, a 
1951 amendment to the National Railway Labor 
Act permits union shop agreements which re- 
quire employes to join a union after a stated 
period of employment. Eighteen states prohibit 
the union shop but where railroads are con- 
cerned the federal law applies 

The federal Taft-Hartley Act also permits the 
union shop, but it was not at issue here. Neither 
was the advisability of right-to-work laws which 
have been promoted by the National Association 
of Manufacturers and other emplover associa- 
tions. Such laws have made little headway in 
most states. Last year Gov. Fred Hall of Kan- 
sas, in a courageous veto, said a right-to-work 
bill not only would fail to help anybody's right 
to work, but would interfere with free collective 
bargaining. 

For the Supreme Court, Justice Douglas ob- 
served that the ingredients of industrial peace 
“may well vary from age to age and from indus- 
try to industry.” But he said this was not a mat- 
ter for the Court to decide but for Congress, and 
the Railway Labor Act represents Congress's 
decision. The Federal Government like most of 
the individual states has remained aloof from 
the right-to-work campaign.

Spell It ‘Flammable’ 

It is a common experience to ride along the 
highway and see an oil or gasoline or chemical 
truck with the word INFLAMMABLE on the 
sides and across the back of the tank. It is com- 
mon also to see other tank trucks marked 
FLAMMABLE. Is this because there is a differ- 
ence in the combustible qualities of the con- 
tents? Is one truck, as the dictionary says, “capa- 
ble of being easily ignited” and the other just 
the reverse? 

No. Both words mean the same thing. Yet it 
is risky to have them mean the same thing when 
“in” in nine cases out of 10 means “not.” The 
point is easily demonstrated by such words as 
“inhuman,” “inactive,” “indiscreet,” “inexact,” 
“indefinite” and so on. 

Many oil and chemical companies are chang- 
ing “inflammable” into “flammable” and they 
are showing good judgment in doing so. Why 
take the chance on having even a few people 
think that “in” means “not” and thus unwitting- 
ly endanger lives around tank trucks of oil, gaso- 
line, chemicals and other combustibles on the 
crowded highways?

The Federal Re- 
serve System is not 
quite like anything 
else in the govern 
mental structure.

Fed's Six Painful Years 


Nowhere else in the western world 
is such a situation considered tolerable, 
and the history of monetary policy in 
the United States shows that the limits 
of tolerability are often strained. 

But the main justification for the ex- 
istence of this independence—that a 
non-political central bank is more able 
to resist the inherent inflationary pres- 
sures of a modern “full employment” 
society than is an elected administra- 
tion—has also had its demonstration. 


After the last war, when the huge 
growth of the national debt had com- 
pletely altered the structure of the 
money markets, neither the Federal Re- 
serve nor the government quite knew 
how to handle the problems thus cre- 
ated. For six painful years the “Fed,” 
usually against its better judgment, 
yielded to the Treasury's persuasion and 
supported the price of government se- 
curities in the market. 

This, of course, made a joke of mone- 
tary policy as an economic regulator; 
the central bank frequently found itself 
pumping funds into the banking system 
at precisely the time when funds ought 
to have been drawn from it. This was 
an age of easy money and inflation. 


Won Its Independence in 195] 


Finally, in March, 1951, the Federal 
Reserve, over the violent objection of 
the President and his Secretary of the 

reasury, firmly asserted its independ- 
ence It forced an “accord” on the 
Treasury, which included a commitment 
by the Federal Reserve not to let the 
bottom fall out Of the market, and 
gently pulled out the supports. 

Since the famous accord, prices have 
been astonishingly stable and the econ- 
omy has been continuously booming ex- 
cept for a modest recession in late 1953 
and early 1954. Though no one attributes 
this utopian situation entirely to the 
flexible, and at times courageous, mone- 
tary policy, few will deny that this has 
played a large part. 

But like all good things, the agree- 
ment between the government and the 
money managers on objectives, or at 
least on specific policies, had to end. 
The end, it appears, has come this 
spring. Not only the Treasury but also 


the chairman of the Council of Eco-. 


nomic Advisers, Mr. Burns, had strong 
objections when the Federal Reserve 
Board approved the fifth increase in a 
year in the discount rate. 

The objections appear to be on three 
grounds. The first, and undoubtedly the 
most important, is simply a disagree- 
ment over where the economy stands 


{ 
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and where it is going. The Federal Re 
serve sees inflation in the air: it has 
watched industrial prices at wholesale 
rise by 4 per cent since the middle of 
last year; it sees huge demands for in- 
vestment funds coming from business, 
and government spending rising; and it 
sees the worldwide boom which is 
driving up the prices of American im- 
ports and the demand for exports. 

Mr. Burns and Mr. Humphrey, the 
Secretary of the Treasury, note the con- 
tinued sluggishness in the automobile 
and housing industries; the failure of 
consumer buying generally to show the 
strength that rising incomes would in- 
dicate; the continuance of the farm 
slump; and the emergence of a surplus 
in the federal budget despite the mount- 
ing expenditures. 


Mr. Martin and the Discount Rate 


Second, and closely related, the gov- 
ernment officials are necessarily con- 
scious that this is an election year and 
that the Republicans are having trouble 
enough in the Farm Belt without taking 
the risk of tipping the boom over into 
a slump. 

Finally, there was probably some of 
the traditional concern at the Treasury 
about what would happen to its gilt- 
edged operations in the market. Some 
government issues are now selling as 
low as the 92 range, and no one has 
forgotten the near-panic in 1953 when 
money was last made extremely scarce. 

So the battle was fought (without, it 
should be added, any personal animosi- 
ty). Mr. Humphrey is an extremely per- 
suasive and powerful figure. But in the 
chairman of the Federal Reserve Board, 
Mr. Martin, he met an opponent who 
values more than anything else the con- 
cept that responsibility for money and 
credit belongs to the Federal Reserve 
System, and to it alone. The discount 
rate was increased for better or worse. 


The President Answers a Question 


But it was the stand of the President 
two weeks later which may have the 
most significance in the end. He was 
asked at his press conference to com- 
ment on the widespread report that his 
chief advisers had opposed the increase. 
He showed surprising familiarity with 
the situation. He said he had confidence 
that the Federal Reserve would not al- 
low money to become “what is normally 
referred to as too tight.” But it is this 
remark that will be remembered: 

“Well, I think the only comment I 
can logically make is this: the Federal 
Reserve Board is set up as a separate 
agency of government. It is not under 
the authority of the President, and I 
really personally believe it would be a 
mistake to make it definitely responsi- 
ble to the political head of the state.” 

It will be Mr. Eisenhower, after all, 
who will be held to account for the 
state of economy when the people vote 
next November. It must be remembered, 
too, that there has long been a feeling 
among certain Congressmen that the 
Federal Reserve ought somehow to be 
made more responsible to the elected 
executive—for precisely this reason. 

That is why the President's remark 
is memorable: it will make future ef- 
forts to harness the “Fed” start under 
a greater handicap. 


A GENUINE EMERGENCY.

The National Safety Counci!, watch- 
ing the toll of highway deaths rise 
steadily toward a new record, has 
wired the Governors of the 48 states 
declaring a traffic accident emergency 
exists in this country. To call the high- 
way carnage an emergency is not over- 
Stating the situation. Any other visita- 
tion which took 3000 lives a month, 
maimed many times that number and 
exacted property losses into the hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars, certainly 
would qualify both as a calamity and 
a national emergency. 


Between Book Ends 


Will Russia Recede? 


THE CHANGING WORLD OF SOVIET RUSSIA, by 
ave J. Dallin. (Yale University Press, 430 pgs... 
In the early 1940s, David J. Dallin, 

historian and former Russian revolu- 
tionary, warned that Russia would ag- 
gressively expand. Now, he cautiously 
suggests it might be to Russia's advan- 
tage to recede in that the strain of ad- 
ministering its empire has become too 
great. The crucial point is Germany, 
where, the author says, historic Russian 
policy would permit reunification and 
possible loss of other satellites, but is 
blocked by Communist aims and dog- 
mas. Dallin believes that if German 
unity is thwarted it will likely mean 
war, perhaps civil war. 

An alternative to Dallin’s analysis 
would be a Russia retreating while 
World Communism expanded, with Rus- 
Sia as senior partner instead of the 
dictator. 

Dallin, who has a reputation as one 
of the world’s leading democratic anti- 
Communists, appar- 
ently has given up 
hope for revolution 
in Russia. He still 
retains his great 
faith in the Rus- 
sian people. Like 
former Ambassador 
Kennan, he thinks 
Russia will mature 
and, though it may 
take generations, 
will take “new 
paths leading to lib- 
erty and security” 
for itself and other 
nations. The state 
bureaucracy is seen 
as a possible future political power. 

Khrushchev is held to be following 
Stalin's long-range foreign policy, which 
is based on the belief that the United 
States and its allies will eventually go 
to war over markets. Internally, Russia 
still will emphasize heavy industry un- 
til it is on a par with the rest of the 
world combined, Stalin's goal for about 
1965. (Some economists doubt Russia 
will improve its present relative posi- 
tion.) 

Russia has a vital interest in the Near 
East countries bordering it — Turkey, 
Iran and Afghanistan, which is prac- 
tically a Soviet satellite. In the Arab 
countries, Russia will seek, the author 
Says, to extend its influence, profit from 
local wars without provoking a world 
conflict. It especially desires to partici- 
pate in any peace talks. 

Tito is seen as drawing closer to Rus- 
sia but a gulf still separates Russia and 
Yugoslavia, which will try to exploit its 
neutral position. Red China is held to 
have closer ties to Russia than is gen- 
erally realized. 

This work is a follow-up of “The Real 
Soviet Russia,” written in 1944 and re- 
vised in 1947. Included are detailed dis- 
cussions of the Communist party, relig- 
ious policy, slave labor camps, the peas- 
ant, factory worker and state machin- 
ery. A surprising number of bureau- 
crats are former Czarist officials or 
their descendants.

10.9 FIUSPITALS HERE 


Institutions Receive $346,- 
050 to Help Improve and 
Expand Services. 


Five more St. Louis area hos- 
pitals received checks yesterday 
from the Ford Foundation in 
its $200,000,000 program to help 
improve and expand hospital 
services. Tne checks represent 
the first half of funds allocated 
for the program announced late 
last year.

Jewish, $114,100; St. Anthony, 


$73,750, and St. 
650. 

Trustees of the foundation al- 
located $500.000,000 for grants, 
including $210,000,000 to pri- 
vate colleges and universities to 
help raise teachers’ salaries and 
$90,000,000 to medical schools 
to strengthen instruction. 

St. Louis area hospitals which 
previously received the first 
half of grants from the Ford 
Foundation are St. Mary’s in 
East St. Louis, Alexian Broth- 
ers, Barnes, Christian, De Paul. 
Missouri Baptist, St. Luke's and 
St. Mary’s Infirmary. 

The foundation’s hospital pro- 
gram will give grants to the ap- 
proximately 3500 voluntary, 
non-profit and private hospitals 
in all 48 states, the District of 
Columbia, the territories of 
Alaska and Hawaii and the 
Commonwealth of Puerto Rico. 
The remainder will be paid in 
March 1957 

By the end of 
year, all of the 
hospitals will have 
payment of the first half of 
their grants. The amount has 
been determined on the basis 
of patient days of service and 
the number of births in each 
hospital.

AGE OF FOSSIL 
PLANT LEAF PUT AT 
60 MILLION YEARS 


WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP) 
—A small fossil plant leaf 
owned by the United States Na- 
tional Museum has been identi- 
fied as being about 60,000,000 
years old. 

Dr. Roland W. Brown, a ge- 
ological survey scientist, said it 
is “the first unequivocal fossil

foliage of Ailanthus.” Ailanthus 
is popularly known as the “Tree 
of Heaven.” 

Brown told a reporter there 


had been previous discoveries 
of seed of the Ailanthus identi- 
fied as being related to the 
mid-Eocene period but that this 
was “the first true leaf’ identi- 
fied with that time,’ some 60,- 
000,000 years ago. 

Brown discussed his identifi- 
cation in a paper in the journal 
of the Washington Academy of 
Science, and the Geological 
Survey issued today an an- 
nouncement of his work 

The leaf was found in 1954 
in the Bearpaw mountains, 25 
to 30 ‘miles south of Havre,

To trace back the sources of 
her intellectual interests is al- 
most to chart a complete out- 
line of the people who have 
influenced her adult-life. Shy 
and unsure of herself, she has 
clutched with desperate devo- 
tion to anyone she could respect 
and who offered her friend- 
ship. She has had more Sven- 
galis than an entiré opera of 
Trilbys. 

One of the most significant 
was her dramatic coach, Nata- 
sha Lytess. Miss Lytess is an 
intense, bird-like woman of 
Russian extraction who studied 
the theater -in Germany. After 
Monroe was dropped by Twen- 
tieth Century-Fox in 1948 she 
was asked to appear in a pic- 
ture at Columbia. There she 
met Lytess, who was at the 
time coaching and directing 
tests for the studio. 

“She had no voice, she was 
frightened, she was hopeless 
when she came to me.” said 
Lytess. “I had to work to give 
her inner balance, to make her 
understand life.” Lytess’s con- 
versation overflows with vague 
and highly colored phrases and 
symbolism. 

Impressed and overwhelmed 
by Lytess’s faith in her as an 


of art on El Greco whom she 
so much admires. 

The decision to buy the Max 
Reinhardt papers was directly 
stimulated by Lytess, who, as a 


former pupil of the German 
producer, was horrified at the 
prospect of his scripts being 
broken up by auction 


“I told her what a wonderful 
thing it would be tor America 
if these books were given to 
some university,’ Lytess said 


“We drove together to the auc- 


tion rooms and she bought 
them. I know it was idiotic of 
me. but it never occurred to 


me that anyone would think it 
a publicity stunt.” 

Her resentment at being dis- 
missed by men as a vacant 
blonde has also stimulated 
Marilyn's determination to bet- 
ter herself. Her attitude toward 
men has been a blend of 
naivete and calculation. She is 
an Ophelia who knows every- 
one thinks she is Cleopatra. 
And she encourages the illu- 
sion. She seems to be oblivious 
to the effect produced by a 
daring neckline or skin-tight 
dress, but she will spend hours 
organizing it 

The men who have been as- 
sociated with Marilyn Monroe— 
some romantically, most pater- 
nally—have little in common 
They include, among others, a 
pianist, an actor’s agent, a fa- 
mous film executive, a film di- 
rector, a journalist, a_ play- 
wright, and a baseball player. 

Most of these men have been 
much older than Marilvn and 
she seems to have needed them 
to compensate her for the fa- 
ther she never had. At the very 
nadir of her career—she had 
been told by every major stu- 
dio that she was not needed— 
she fell in love with a mu- 
sician. To him can be traced 
her first interest in serious mu- 
sic 

She became aware of her 
fondness for him when she saw 
him put on glasses to look at 
some music. 

“I don’t know why, but I had 
always been attracted to men 
who wore glasses,” she said. 
“When he put them on I was 
overwhelmed.” 

Another man in her life was 
Johnny Hyde, one of the most 
important agents in Hollywood. 
He was a tiny figure of a man— 
hardly more than five feet tall 
—who was in his late fifties. 
She makes no secret about her

They broke up, and Hyde 
died shortly afterward. Hyde 
encouraged her to go on with 
her career even though pros-

recentiv Marilyn ex- 
pressed a desire to play in “The 
Brothers Karamazov’ everyone 
assumed it to ‘be merely an- 
other stunt to get her into the 
papers. But Marilyn has, in- 
deed, read the Dostoievsk‘ 
epic. And it was Hyde who first 
brought it to her attention. Des- 
perately searching for some- 
thing for her to act in, he had 


heard of a dramatization of 
“The Brothers Karamazov” that 
was to be done at a small Los 
Angeles theater. He thought 
Marilyn would make the ideal 
voluptuous peasant girl Gru- 
shenka. She became interested 
in the part then, and has al- 
ways wanted to do it. 

Tired of trying to convince 
skeptics that she has actually 
read this huge Russian master- 


piece, she now has a flippant 
answer for any doubting in- 
terrogator. If she is asked, 


“But do you really want to play 
‘The Brothers Karamazov’?” 
she now replies, “No, I want to 
play Grushenka.”

gutters are the ones most likely 
to leak. Copper, stainless steel 
and aluminum gutters don't rot 
or rust, so if the joints between 
sections are tight, they should 
not cause you much trouble. 
Galvanized gutters won't rust 
as long as the thin coat of zinc 
is around to protect the metal 
but in time this wears off and 
then rust sets in. 


A good way to waterproof a 
rusted gutter is to scrape or 
brush off the loose rust and 
then coat the inside with as- 
phalt paint. Now bed strips of 
waterproof building paper or 
even better, aluminum foil, into 
the asphalt and then apply a 
top coating. This same treat- 
ment can be used on wood gut- 
ters if they are not badly dam- 
aged by rot, 


It's sometimes difficult to 
keep the outside of wood gut- 
ters properly painted because 
the paint peels and blisters off. 
This is due to the moisture 
seeping through the wood and 
the only way to remedy the 
situation is to coat the inside 
of the gutter with asphalt paint 
so that the water won't be able 
to reach the wood and soak into 
it. 

The outside of galvanized 
gutters should be painted and a 
good grade outside enamel or 
trim paint is good for this pur- 
pose. Copper gutters should be 
coated with paint or varnish to 
prevent them staining the ex- 
terior walls should they over- 
flow or develop a leak at the 
seams.
